That Governor Lee has evidently not visited tbe Auditorium to-da-y Is testi-
fied to by the presence of three telegrams which have remained unclaimed
since early this morning.

Were Governor Lee of a less striking physique, It would be comparatively
easy for him to conceal his Identity, but bis large statue immediately commands
attention and In the majority of Instances makes a lasting Impression. It Is by
reason of this fact that there Is no doubt regarding tbe Identity of the man
who sent tho telegram to The Republic.

The operator at tho Auditorium office accurately described Governor Lee.
and picked out his photograph from among three others without hesitation.

The, Lieutenant Governor was also seen here Friday In the lobby of the
Wellington. He was noticed talking to a man shortly lefore 5

They appeared to be deeply Interested In their conversation, but soon separated.
The clerk of the Wellington told me this afternoon he was positive Gov-

ernor Lee was In the hotel last night. He said he knewbim by sight Tcry well
and that It was practically Impossible for him to have been mistaken.
